Judge Thoman’s Views as to the Benefits 
Which have Resuited, 

New York, July 3.—“The civil service rules 
have benefitted every department of the gov- 
ernment service to which they have been ap- 
plied,” said Judge Thoman, of the civil ser- 
vice commiesion. “Each head of a depart- 
mentis provided with intelligent, Capable 
men. The gentlemen, for example, who seck 
for service in the patent office, as examiners 
muet be fully qualifi. d to sit right down at & 
desk in the patent office the day they are 
appointed and go right to work and do their 
work ably. If they are not fitted to do that by 
ecucation end previous actual experience 
they cannot be appointed. The complaint has 
gone over the country that the patent office is 
five years behind with its work. Do you 
know why itisso? Because it has been tak- 
ing in inexperienced men to do their business, 
and it took fully five years for such a one to 
learn the details of the business. We now 
furnieh the office with men who know the de- 
tails of their business from A to Z, and who 
ore qualified in every way to sit down and go 
right to work and do work as well asa man 
who bas been in the office for 
years. Inother words, we apply business 
principles to the government and make fitness 
snd not political influence the sole considera- 
tion. Weareteaching the people that the 
government cepartments are not an immense 
almshouse into which all sorts of incapable 
persons who can do nothing else can be fur- 


/nished with easy employment and good sal- 


aries, The objections to the civil service rules 
come from politicians whese occupation has 
been to find employment for political work- 
ers in their copgressional districts, men 
whom the politicians themselves would not 
employ as office sweepers. There we cases of 
thet kind, sir, right from this city. The civil 
eervice laws will not permtt this, and the oc- 
cupation of these men are gone. The public 
business is rapidly getting intothe hands ot! 
capable, intelligent men. The government 
bas gone out of\the school businesgs.’’

THE BIG DAY AT THE PHILADEL- 
-PHIA ENCAMPMENT. 


Tbe Hovstcn Light Guards Believed to Have Won

PHILADELPHIA, July 3.—The attendance at 
the national military encampment is steadily 
growing.

The 
Indian office has received no dispatches from 
the egent at the Ute reservation in Colorado, 
to prevent the threatened outbreak at that 
place. Commissioner Atkins is inelined to 
regard the public reports as gross exaggera- 
tions of facts, circulated in the furtherance ot 
ascheme to drive the Ute Indians from the 
coveted reservation lands. 

Adjutant General Drum has received a re- 
port from General Augur, dated Fort Leaven- 
worth, Kaneas, June 26th, in re 
gard to the reported outbreak 
oi, the Ute Indians in Colorado 

Geperal Augur says that Carlisle, from 
whom most of the sensational telegrams about 
the Indiens emanate, is the agent of an Eng- 
lith cattle syndicate, not one of whom he is 
infermed, is an American citizen or intends to 
be. Heisaleo informed that the syndicate 
dces not own the land upon which its cattle 
rapge, and that it is public land. 
General Augur encloses extracts 
from the Rocky Mountain News, of 
Denver, which say that the stories of the late 
troubles, if not entirely without foundation, 
are grossly exaggerated. There has been 
some trouble, the general thinks, but there is 
every reason to believeit has been brought 
on by the cow boys, who have been spoiling

He says also that he 
never dreamed of war, but that by intrigue 
and forged letters, a complication of affairs 
was brought about by interest dealers. He 
desired to return to the United States but the 
people would not listen to him. Oa March 
18th they were proceeding to St. Lament to 
celebrate the feast of St. Joseph, and had to 
pacs St. Antoine en route, when they 
learned that five hundred police- 
men were coming by forced marehes to des- 
peree them and imprision their leaders. W hen 
the half breeds learned this, they stopped 
their wegons and made prisoner ofan Indian 
agent. They also made one or two other ar- 
rests. Riel safs he was not present when 
these arrests were made, but he was 
notified, and when he went to 
the place, he found that the people 
bad decided to take up arms in their defense. 
In twenty-four hours the whole population 
vereinarms. He concludes by asking not 
to be treated like a murderer, and not to be 
chained before the jury have pronounced upon 
bis case, aud feels confident thay will not find 
him guilty. He says his incarceration is tell- 
ing upon his health notwithstanding the kind 
attention of his jailers.

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A FASHIONABLE LAWBRB.AKER. 


Society in Pittsburg Upset by the Escapn-tes 
of a Young Man, 


Pitrssurc, Penn., July 3.—Dr. James P. 
Buck, who a year ago was the lion of fashiona- 
ble nee was placed on trial in the criminal 
court for highway robbery. For years a gaug 
had infested the county, and the most daring 
robberies were committed. The police were 
bafiled. When Dr. Buck finally was ac- 
cused of vane the leader of the gan 
of foodpads hardly any one  beliey 
it. The police had received information sey- 
eral times which cast suspicion on Dr. Buck, 
but they believed the stories to be base fabri- 
cations to injurethe doctor. His standing in 
society placed him above suspicion. He was 
considered wealthy, as he kept fast horses and 
spent money Javishly for rare pictures, and 
curiosities. His villa at Braddock, « 
suburb, where he resided contained a valuable 
collection of the works ot the old. masters, 
and the grounds were the handsomest ia the 
state. His practice was extensive among the 
best people, and it created the most profound 
sensation when he was arrested, together with 
& notorious gang, charged with complicity in 
numerous highway robberies. His accuser 
wes Frederick Alpert, an insurance agent. He 
related bis — on the stand today. Dr. Buck 
sat opposite to him. He was faultlessly dress- 
ed in a euit of the latest cut. He looked un- 
concerped, ard his fine black eyes were con- 
stantly riveted on the witness. 

Albert swore that last July he went to Me- 
Keesport on business and stopped at Braddock 
on hisway home. He arrived at the latter 
place about 4 o’clock and went directly to the 
office of Dr. Buck, with whom he had been on 
very friendly terms. Mr. Alpert says ho had 
made several collections of premiums, etc, 
during the day and had in his pocket a large 
sum of money, which fact was known to Dr. 
Buck. After doing some business in Brad- 
dock, he, by previous arrangement with Dr. 
Buck, teok supper and started about dusk 
for the house of a Mr. Kinney, who 
lived acroes the river, and from whom Dr. 
Buck had eaid $10,000 of insurance could easi- 
ly be obtained. The twocrossed the river in 
& boat and went to the house of Mr. Kinney, 
who, Mr. Alpert states, promptly informed 
them he had insurance already. They started 
to return through alone piece of woods. Dr. 
Buck started on a run for the ferry, and Al- 
pert calied tehim to wait for him, but the 
doctor kept on. A minute later two men 
stepped in front of Alpert and one knocked 
him down, while the other removed 
$5€0 from his inside pocket and snatched off 
his gold watch. Alpert started toward 
the ferry and came across Dr. Buck lying on 
the ground and groaning. Heasked him if he. 
also had been robbed. Buck said “yes.” They 
had taken two large pocketbooks from him, 
one containing $270 and the other some small 
chenge, although he had told Alpert at his 
office just before he started for the river that 
he hadn’t 40 cents to make up the balance of 
a note when be paid Alpert in full, Alpert 
remarked: ‘‘Why, doctor, they have not 
taken your gold watch and diamond stud?” to 
which the doctor made no reply. They then 
went to the ferry, and efter crossing over the 
boy suggested that they run up the river to 
the other ferry and see if the robbers didn’t 
cross there. Dr. Buck interposed objections, 
however, and told Alpert not to say anything 
ebout the affair, as he was ashamed because 
he had lost so little, while Alpert bad lest so 
much, 

Cne of the detectives employed by A 
secured the information which led to Back's 
arrest. It was found that ior years be was 
connected with the “Gordon gang,” whieh in- 
tested this neighborhood, apd acted as ‘‘roper 
in’ tor them, as in case of Alpert, From the 
proceeds of the robberies he was enadle? to 
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live high and let the impression go ou, that hawe,— 


wes rich. 

Gordon, Geary and Crusan who were mem 
bers of the gang, pleaded guilty, and having 
been convicted upon other cbarges of robbery, 
were sentericed to the penitentiary. Gordoa 
for fifty years, Geary fomitwenty yeops, aad 
Crusan for twenty years.

A VVISCONSIN LEEPER. 


A Young Norwegian Affitcted with the 


Loathsome Disease. 

Mapisoy, Wis., July 3.—A case of genuine 
leprosy from the village of Stoughton has 
been brought before the meeting of the Dane 
County Medical association. The case is 
that of Andrew Iverson, a young 
Norwegian, 20 years eld, who has 
been afflicted with the disease for two and a 
half years. The disease, at first appearance, 
was mild in form, but is rapidly assuming the 
scuteness of the Sandwich Island leprosy. 
The body of the patient is: covered with @ 
layer of flesh about one-fourth of an 
inch thick, which is apparently dead aad 
without feeling. A pin stuck into the body half 
its length is nut felt. This layer of useless 
flesh is rapidly drying and eruptions are ap- 
pearing ell over the body. Itis not known 
that this form of the disease is contagious,but, 
fearing that it may be, the medical board 
bave recommended isolation. The disease 
was inherited by the parents, his father and 
grendfather having both suffered with it. 
This is the only case.of leprosy knowa in the 
north west.

Otber Macon Wews—Arother Reunited Couple—de

I was born in one of the prettiest and the most 
widely known of the Virginia towns. My father 
was an editor, a man bighly respected in his state. 
My mother was a pure, good woman, 
and if she had lived I would not now be a wander- 
ing outcast. She died when I was only ten years 
old, A year efter her death my father married a 
pecond time. My stepmother and I could not 
@gree. Bhe treated me badly, and I was too high- 
spirited not to resent her unkindness, My father 
became aware of the mutual dislike my step- 
mother and I had formed for each other and 

. thinking to provide against it he sent me to a

When I was seventeen, I graduated and returried 
tomy home. My step-motber did not like my re- 
turn and soon began herold persecutions, I be- 

Came reckless, and when the tempter appeared in 
the form of a handsome young man, I easily fella 
victim to his villainy. The young man in ques- 
tion, promised to marry me, and persuaded me to 
rup away with him. Believing him to be an hon- 
orable man, I left my home with him, but he re- 
fused to keep his promise to marry me, and soon 
alterwards deserted me. 
 Beleitme without home or friends, and dis- 
graced. A small sum of money which he had 
given mel used in buying wine with which to 
drown my troubles. I soon became utterly losi to 
all sense of shame, and went about from place to 
place, travelling nearly all over the west and south; 
and here ] 4m this morning, at the age of nine- 
teeb, arraigned in a policecourt for being druuk 
and disorderly "’ 

In answer to an inquiry as to whatshe intended 
to do tlie wretched woman promptly said: 

‘“] am going to reform. I have been sick for 
several weeks, and am scarcely strong enough to 
situp. During.my sickuess I have had ample 
time for reflection, I am determined to sin no 
more. I have written to my father, begging him 
to let me come home aud be his slave. If he will 
not, I shail seek work where lam not known, and 
try to live correci!y until my days on earth are 
over.”’

‘usual melange of music, crowds, firework., 
and general hurrab, emphasized by a larger 
gathering, perhaps, than our city has seen 
in manyaday.

The date, however, is of sma!! importance. 
It is only a dry busk of history, not to be 
compared with the substance it encircles. 
The joyous millions who are splitting their 
throats today care very little about any cap- 
tious objections that may be raised. 


+ AMBRICANS RULE THE ROOST. 
There is great trouble among the bung 
tung of Washington over the peculiar antics 
of the Cleveland family in the white house, 
and the trouble extends to the bung tung of 


‘New York city. Society, it seems, is in a 
 gtate of bewilderment, bordering on despair 
at the reports it receives irom its represeata- 


and bis sister—an event that wou'd dou)*- 
less throw a deep gloom over the whole com- 
munity. Such aresult would be deplorable, 
of course, but nothing is more inexorable 
than the bung tung. We observe with re 
gret that some of the eastern papers have 
teken the matter up, Discussion will only 
add fuel tothe flames and in a few weeks 
we expect to seea revolt which will either 
wipe the president from the face of the earth 
or destroy the entire social fabric of the north 
and east. 

Do our readers desire to know what the 
trouble is? Alas! our pen hesitates to re- 
cord the details; but stern duty drives us to 
a brief recital. In the first place, during the 
recent spell of warm weather the 
president was frequently seen at his 
desk with his coat off. This fact 
was reported to the bung tung of Washing- 
ton, and created quite a fiuvter; buat the 
crime was passed over, and was about to be 
forgiven, when it was announced that the 
president had gone so faras to “‘shuck’’ his 
waistcoat and toweling the prespiration from 
his forehead en. of his forefinger. This 
was more than sociéty could stand, and when 
the facts were duly reported in the newspa- 
pers large numbers of young men in tight 
‘pante’ flung away their cigaretets and 
fainted. 

Time heals all wounds, however, and just 
associety was recovering, a relapse was oc- 
casioned by the announcement that Miss 
Cleveland, the president’s sister, in superin- 
tending a general cleaning of the white house, 
bad tied a towel around her head and lead 
the forces, going so far as to frail one of the 
historical columns of the portico with a door- 
mat and raisirg a dust that could be seen a 
quarter of amile away. It is not possible 
that society can recover from such a shock as 
this. 

But while the bung tung suffers, the peo- 
pleof the country will rejoice, Miss Cleve- 
land, with a towel tied around her head and 
engaged in a personal difficulty with a door- 
mat, is the one,touch of nature that vouches 
for her kinship with the busy bodies known 
as American women. 
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THE NATIONAL FINANCES, 

The receipts of the government for the fis- 
cal year ended June 30, show a considerable 
falling off. Customs receipts were 181 mil- 
lions, as egainst 195 millions the preceding 
year; internal revenue receipts were 113 mil- 
lions, against 122 millions the year before; 
and miscel/aneous receipts fell from 32 mil- 
lions to 26 millioris. The loss in revenue 
altogether “was about 26 millions, and the 
actus] receipts were about 7} millions less 
the estimated revenue of the year. In more 
+xact figures the year’s revenue from all 
sources was $322,590,776, as against $548,519, - 
s€9 the year previous, 

But the expenditures were not correspond- 
ingly decreased, on the other hand they were 
increased. This vas due partly to unusually 
large paymentsto Alabama claimants and 
the New Orleans exposition, and partly to 
large disbursements on account of deficien- 
cies for expenses of the preceding year. 
There was a deficiency of four millions in 
the postoftice department, and the pension 
office absorbed about three millions addi- 
tional, rising to a total of 58 millions. The 
interest account fell off however three mil- 
lions, aggregating during the year $51,587,- 
519. The annual bill on account of pensions 
now exceeds the interest charge over seven 
millions of dollars. The entire expenses of 
ihe year were $262,788,452, as against $244,- 
126,244, the year before—an increase of about 
18 millions, 

In other words the revenue was 26 millions 
less, and the expenses 18 millions more—a 
difference in favor of the previous fiscal year 
of about 44 millions. The surplus in 1885-54 
was about 103 millions, and the surplus of 
the past year was about 60 millions, The 
totel debt, less cash inthe treasury, accord- 
ing to the old form of debt statement, was at 
theendof the year about 1,387 millions. 
The available cash balance was 175 millions, 
The gold balance now amounts to 120 mil- 
lions, and the standard silver dollars num- 
bered atthe close of last month over 19 
millions, an increase during the fiscal year 
of about 30 millions.

CHANGE OF GAUGE. 

Thechange tod the standard gauge of the 
country,four feet eight and a half inches,from 
tbe local gauge, five feet, is moyingalong rap- 
idly. Ali the railroads west of the Mississippi 
river long ago adopted the standard gauge, 
and east of the river the Jackson route extend. 
ing from New Orleans to Chicago, was changed 
several years ago. Next week the Mobile 
aud Ohio is to be changed. This change in- 
volves the change of all other iimes in Missis- 
sippi, including the Columbus division of 
the Georgia Pacific. The five feet track will 
then be confined to the southeast corner of 
the country ; and it is said the corner will be 
diminisbed very soon by changes of gaugeon 
the Louisville and Nashville and the Queen 
and Crescent routes. A change of gauge on 
either of these lines would doubtless lead to 
a geperal change in Georgia and Alabama. 
The Richmond and Danville, the *Kast Ten- 
nessee, Virginia and Georgia and the coast 
lines, would of course follow suit, if indeed 
some of them do notanticipate action from 
Lou'sville and Cincinnati. The only wonder 
is thatthe cost and delay and bother of 
transferring passengers or freight or trucks 
were not done away with many years ago. 
The south bas suffered in many years from 
a difference in gauge. Outof about 100,000 
miles of railroad, only about 5,000 miles are 
of the wider gauge, and of course the minori- 
ty must conform tothe majority, and the 
quicker it is done the better, The long lines 
shou!d make the change as one job and not by 
piecemeal. The Mobile and Ohio, which is 
to be changed next Wednesday, expects to 
obstruct its passenger traffic only one day, 
and its line extends from Columbus, Ky., to 
Mobile. We are glad the isolation and sin- 
gularity ofour railroad system is to disap- 
pear, and we hope soon to hesr that the 
narrower track is to enter Atlanta, One 
line of standard gacge in Atlanta will com- 
pel the rest to accept what is the common in- 
terest and inevitable fate of all

THE MONBY ACCOUNTED FOR, 


The Original Documents Megarding the New 
Orleans Mint, 


Derrorr, July 3.—James H. Stone has in hi 
collection of war relics, the original aiekene 
adopted by the confederate convention in 
Louisiana, which evidently accounts for part 
pf the funds reported unaccounted for by the 
New Orleans mint. Yesterday the dispatches 
faid tbat the record of the § mint 
which closed January 31st, 1861, 
shows that  $1,355,21650 had. been 
coined, a)l ot which probably went into the 
enemies’ hands. Louisiana seceded January 
16, and transferred all the federal offices to 
the confederacy on March 4. The document 
referred to is ‘‘an ordinance to transfer cer- 
tain funds to the government of the confeder- 
ate states of America.” In the first section it 
is ordered that $387,267.46 nowin the hands 
of A. J. Guizot, state de ository, and 
known &S the bullion fund, 
be transferred to the confederate 
government, and said depository is ordered to 
psy that sum upon the order of the secretary 
of the treasury of the confederacy. The 
second section orders the payment to the gec- 
retary of the treasury of $147,519.66 custom 
house collections since January 3lst, 1861. 
The ordinance was adopted in New Orleans 
Merch 7, 1861, and is signed by A. 
Moutop, president, and J. BM 8. 
Wheat, sgcretary of the convention. 
It is attested by the seal of the convention of 
State of Louisiana. The “bullion fund” refer- 
red to is thought to be part of the coinage. The 
document was found in the archieves of the 
confederacy where the sixth Michigan was

A #7,000 BLAZE, 


One Store Burned Down, and Only the 
Walls of Another Left Standing. 

From the Albany, Ga., News. 

The alarm was sounded at about a quarter past 
1 o'clock yesterday morning. The fire department 
responded promptly and found the fire in thetwo 
story frame building occupied on the first floor as 
a family grocery and barroom by Mr. R. Geeslin. 
Within a few feet of this building stood a large 
two-story brick building with a stairway between 
them from front to rear. When first discovered 
the fire was under the stairway and on the 
side of the frame building. The rapidity 
with which the flames spread indicated that 


kerosene had been poured on the stairway and 
side of the frame building. A gentleman who 
went to Lamar, Rankin & Lamar’s drug store on 
the opposite side of the street to get some medi- 
cine.ior his room-mate, WhO was sick, was the first 
one to discover the lignt. It Was under the rear 
section ol the stairway, and he thought it was a 
lantern. This impression was strength- 
ed by the fact, too, of a sua- 
den obscuration of the light, as if some one 
had stood between him and it. By the time he 
had succeeded iu ringing up the nignt clerk, huw- 
ever, the light had assumed alarming proportions, 
and in a few seconds the entire rear section Of tie 
stairway, the platform at the top of the statrs and 
a portion of the wallof the frame buildiag were 
enveloped in flames. He raised the alarm of fire, 
-_ was soon joined by Policeman Dunlavy aad 
others. 

The upper story of the brick building was occu- 
pied by two families—Mr. Zack Wood, better 
known as ‘‘Dummy,’’ the deaf and dumb shoe- 
maker, with his wife ard infant child, and Mrs, 
Herrington, widow of the late Simon 
Herrington, with her four little children.

THE NEW CAPITOL. 


THE WORK ON THE BUILDING PRO. 
GRESSING NICELY, 


A Constitution Man Goes Over the Grounds With 
Mr, Horne, One of the Uontractors—a @undred 
and Fifiy Men at Work— Great Pieces of 
Stone Going Into the Walls, Ete. 


The thousands of Georgians who visit At- 
lanta today will doubtless find the new capi- 
tol one of the principal places of interest. 

There will be no work done at‘ the capitol 
grounds today. Messrs, Miles and Horn 
stated to a Constitution reporter yesterday 
that the men would “knock off” today, and 
that the grounds would be open to inspection. 
There is much on the grounds to interest even 
those people whe have seen large houses built. 
The four immense derricks, nearly as high a3 
the Kimball house,with their great booms and 
long cables and tackle, make the place look 
like a little port filled with great ships. These 
derricks are over a hundred feet high, and the 
cables are a hundred and sixty feeflong. Visi- 
tors can see the machinery for handling the 
stone and for working it, but the machinery 
will not be in motion. A 
large quantity of oolitic lime- 
stone has been cut and can be seen, and a 
considerable portion of the granite base has 
been putin. Many people in Georgia have 
never seen the oolitic limestone of which the 
capital is to be built. As it appears now, cut 
and ready to go into the walls, it is an ex- 
ceedingly handsome stone. It is very bright 
and clear, and whitish in  col- 
or, and is universally complimented as one of 
the prettiest building stones in use. In parts 
of the building several courses of this stone 
have been laid, and a good idea of how it will 
look in the building can beobtained. The en- 
tire besement story is up to the basement 
arches and the workmen are now engaged in 
getting out the arch stones for the basement 
windows. The granite base course which sur- 
mounts the foundation has been set half way 
around the buildin and courses 
B, C and D oF oolitic lime- 
stone are set on topofit. The creat dome is 
now high enough for the first¢: affold, and the 
fire department, boiler room, eic., are up to 
the grade line. The foundation walls in places 
are over ten feet thick, andthe walls of the 
dome now going up are four feet thick. Some 
ofthe pieces of stone are immense, weighing 
twoor three tons. Oneofthe most interest- 
ing things about the work isthe joinings of 
the stone. An eighth of an inch at the 
outer edges is allowed between 
the great blocks of stone, and that is filled 
with mortar. It makes avery thin crust and 
the stone fits nicely. 

Yesterday a ConsTITUTION man was at the 
grounds and spent half an hour or so talking 
to Mr. Horn. 

“How many men are you working?” asked 
the reporter. 

‘“‘We are now working a hundred and fifty 
men. We are cutting two hundred cubic feet 
of stone per day, and are setting two hundred 
and fifty. Next week we expect. to begin put- 
ting in five hundred feet a day.’’ 

‘“‘How about brick?’ 

‘We are now receiving fifty. thousand brick 
toy day from Lockett’s works at the Chatta- 

oochee river,andI may say they are the 
best brick I ever saw in my life.” 

‘‘When will the corner stone be laid?” 

‘‘That.is a matter that I have been thinking 
about for some days. I don’t know exactly 
when the corner stone will be laid. The leg- 
islature will be in session in a few days, and 
I suppose that body will arrange for the cor- 
ner stone ceremonies. Wecan be ready for 
the cornerstone in two weeks. I suppose the 
ceremonies will be quite interesting.” 

“Where will the cornerstone be put?” 

“7 do not know. The Masons usually lay 
the cornerstone on the northeast corner eof 
building. The northwest corner is the most 
“whee corner of this building. I do not 

now whether they would deviate trom their 
rule or not.” 

The question of Georgia marble vs. oolitic 
limestone, willcome up in the legislature in 
all probability as s00n as 6 that 
body meets, It was proposed last year to 
substitute marble for the stone at an increase 
of $200,000 on the contract with Miles & Horn. 
To do that now would require an additiona’ 
expense, as about $25,000 has been spent on 
the limestone. ‘The contractors have already 
spent about $105,000, end the state has paid 
on their accounts $63,000. The capitol com- 
missioners will meet on the 25th of the pres- 
ent month. 


TWO RESIGNATIONS. 


Deputy Uollectors Fite and Cash Resign 
Their Places te Serve in the Legislature, 


Deputy Collector A. W. Fite, of Cartersville, 
and Deputy Collector Cash, of Jackson, have 
sent their resignations to Collector Crenshaw. 
Mr. Fite sent the tollowing letter: 

ATLANTA, July 2.—Hon Thomas W. Crensbaw, 
collector internal revenue, Atlanta, Ga.—My Dear 
Sir: I hereby tender my resignation as deputy 
collector of internal revenue, of the third divis 
ion of the district of Georgia, to take effect from 
this date. Very respectfully, 

A. W. FITE. 

The letter of Dr. Cash was about the same as 
that of Mr. Fite. It was a resignation of the 
collectorship of the fifth district, to take effect 
today. 

As is well known these gentlemen are mem- 
bers of the legislature, and resign their places 
to go into the house and serve there. 

Collector Crenshaw was seen yesterday by a 
ConsTITUTION map to whom he said: 

“I have accepted the resignations and pro- 
vided for having the work of those gentlemen 
attended , There will be 
no hitch in the service in 
their divisions. On the first of July, with aa 
idea toward retrenchment and reform, I re- 
duced the number of deputy collectors from 
nineteen to seventeen. I believed that | 
could satisfactorily perform the work required 
of my department with seventeen deputies. | 
save to the government thereby three thou- 
sand dollars.” 

“Why did you select the first of July?” 

“Because my fiscal year begins then.” 

“Why did Mr. Fite and Dr. Cash resign?” 

“Do not understand me to say that they 
were asked to resign. They could not of 
course hold both offices and they knew it. 
They would have been compelled to resign 
one office or the other. They preferred to 
serve the legislature and have resigned the 
offices that they held with me. There was & 
pressure brought on them to make them serve 
in the house and they wereinclined to carry 
ont the trusts that their pec 
pie had _ given to their keeping. 
They take the position that they are still 
members of the house, and resigning before 
the legislature meets, the fact that they held 
an office under me between times does not 
vacate their office. I understand that the 
attorney general of the state gives this as his 
opinion. If the —, comes up the legis- 
lature can decide for itself. It is the judge of 
who are members ot the body. I believe that 
the legislature will decide that they are 
qualified to sit and perform their duties as 
members of the house.” : pio 

“Why did they not take this step earlier? 

“There has been no necessity for it. The 
legislature was not in session. All I could ask 
of them was that they resign one office or the 
other as soon as the offices conflicted. Their 
service with me has been very efficient and 
satisfactory.”

FOREMAN’S FEARFUL FALL, 


Dr, Westmoreland Thinks He May Recover 
—The Nature of His Injuries, 

Several days ago Tae Constitution contain- 
ed an account of the frightful fall of young B. 
F, Foreman, of New Orleans, from a precipice 
at Tallulah Falls Jast Friday. It was at first 
thought impossible that he should recover, but 
now there is hope that he may survive a fall 
which it seems impossible for any human be- 
iug to*have suffered without instant death. 

‘esterday Dr. Willis F. Westmoreland re- 
turned from Tallulah falls, where he had bean 
called to see young Foreman. The doctor 
says that his injuries are very severe, 
but are not necessarily fatal. His 
right arm is broken and ther 
ere several bruises all over the head, face and 
body. A severe wound was made in one of 
the legs, which penetrated the bowels. 

The patient suffers severely, but is perfectly 
conscious and reletes the circumstances 
of his accident. He was walking on the 
edge of one of the lofty precipices near Tal- 
lulah falls, when a stone turned and he was 
precipitated down : 

AN AWFUL DISTANCE. 

Atevery few feet of his frightful descent he 
would strike a ledge of rock or a tree which 
would break the force of his fall but would not 
stop him. Thus he had a _  succes- 
Fion of falls until he reached 
the bottom ofa ravine nearly three hundred 
feet below the point from where he fell. At 
one place he had a perpendicular fall of fully 
thirty feet. By the time he had reached the 
bottom of the ravine he was, of course, uncon- 
scious and almost dead. For twenty-four 
hours he lay there while his family and 
friends were searching for him. The young 
man is a strong well-formed fellow and may 
survive an experience such probably as ne 
living man ever had. He isasonot Judge 
Foreman, of New Orleans, andis a young man 
of fine promise.
